States Underwriting and Guarantee 
cor.ipany; Charles Endicott Brown, 
president of the Prudential Securities 
corporation, brokers; Frank S Win- 
slow, president American Corporation 
and Security company; Ezra C. Bar- 
num, president National StocU and 
Guaranty company and the Bankers' 
Credit and Mercantile company; Da- 
vid C. Owings, National Stock and 
Guaranty company. 


The postal authorities say the un- 


derwriting companies were in league 
with certain 
of the brokers, with 


whom they divided tire fee taken for 
the supposed underwriting, which was 
never done. 


The authorities further assert that 


In each case the underwriting com- 
pany was given a fee, and that in 
many cases the officers representing 
the company seeking the underwrit- 
ing had scarcely left the 'underwriting 
office by the front door before the 
broker who introduced the capitalist 
would enter through another entrance 
and get half of the imderwriting fee, 
and the underwriting venture would 
then be closed by the underwriters 
and the broker, no attempt being 
made to sell the stock. The govern- 
ment officials say that the men ar- 
rested never entered into a proposi- 
tion in which less than $100,000 was 
involved, and ttat they in many cases 
obtained as much as $5,000,000 worth 
of stock to underwrite.

Coolies In Canal Zone Denounced, j 
Other Work of Delegates. 


Minneapolis, Minn., Nov. 21. —The 


American Federation of Labor, which 
is holding its annual convention here, 
indorsed the political policy of Presi- 
dent Gompers during the last cam- 
paign and urged a continuance of 
activity 
along 
independent lines, 


strongly condemning, however, the 
idea of affiliating with any special 
party, and going on record as opposed 
to forming a national labor party. 


Subsidized shipping.involvingeulist- 


ment of the seamen employed therein 
as members of the naval reserve, was 
fiercely denounced. President Gomp'ers 
touched extensively upon this subject 
in his annual report, pointing out that 
while purporting 
simply to provide 


for the voluntary enrollment of sea- 
m'en serving on subsidized ships, the 
bill pending in congress did in fact 
pro-vide for the conscription of sea- 
men so enrolled in time of war. 


The stands of the 
International 


Typographical union for an eight-hour 
day and of the textile workers in 
seeking shorter hours and more 
•wages were approved, and the "no 
wage reduction" policy recommended 
by President Gompers was indorsed. 
The convention unanimously indorsed 
that portion of the president's report 
dealing with the proposed eight-hour 
law and recommended the passage of 
the bill by congress. The child labor 
resolution introduced in the United 
States senate calling for an official 
Investigation of the woman and child 
labor situation in the United States 
was approved, and its passage by con- 
gress recommended. 
The bill calling 


for an eight-hour day for railroad 
labor was also approved. 
The con- 


vention officially went on record as 
inviting the representatives of the 
railroads to a joint conference for a 
consideration of labor matters con- 
nected with the recent road arbitra- 
tion bill. 
The anti-injunction hill was in- 


dorsed and the injunction plan scored. 
Japanese, Chinese, Korean and Hindu 
labor -were included in a sweeping de- 
nunciation of Asiatic immigration and 
a demand for further extension of the 
exclusion laws. "Slavery" was the 
term used to describe the employ- 
ment of Asiatic coolies on the Pan- 
ama canal work. "If," reads the re- 
port, "the canal can not be built ex- 
cept by the introduction of involun- 
tary servitude, it is better that it be 
not huilt at all."
